SCIENTIFIC test in Argentina showed 
that a crop of wheat selling at $6,000 
can be raised at a profit of $1,000 
According to this the Argentina farmer has a 
profit of from 15 to 20 per cent.

We have heard of instances where Western 
farmers in one or two years have raised crops 
that paid the cost of the prairie lands they had 
broken into cultivation. 

There never was a greater fallacy than that 
the farmer, the manufacturer, the banker and 
the railroad man should be limited to a living 
return on his capital whether it be cash, labor, 
experience, enterprise, ability or a combination of all. 

A man’s labor is entitled to all that it can earn 
and a man’s money is entitled to the same privilege. 
The prospector who laboriously toils to find a mine 
is only fairly rewarded if now and then he “strikes 
it rich’? and accumulates millions. The inventor 
who discovers a new process or who develops a 
new invention which brings him unexpected riches 
deserves all that he gets 

So does the investor who risks his capita! in a 
new enterprise, whether it be a railroad, a factory, 
a shipping line or a mining enterprise. Nor should 
it be forgotten that while the brains of an inventor 
or the labor of a prospector may win the long- 
sought prize, the value of the latter can only be de- 
veloped when a partnership is made with capital 
and the partners should share the rewards of labor, 
brains and capital. 


THE HELPING HAND 


HROUGH the helping hand extended by the Fed- 
eral Government, Houston, Texas, fifty miles from 
the Gulf, has become a seaport with a channel 200 
feet wide and with a minimum depth of 25 feet. Houston 
was able to push through in three years this undertaking, 
which means so much to its development, through the co- 
operation of the government which met half the expense 
The chief beneficiary will be Houston, next will come the 
surrounding country, while that part of the country a 
thousand miles distant will not be remotely affected by it. 
The expenditure of government funds is wise in a case 
of this kind, on the general principle that what is to the 
advantage of one section is for the good of all 
When Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo announced 
that he would deposit $30,000,000 of government gold 
in the Federal Reserve banks of the South to assure ade- 
quate credits for the cotton planters, there was no cry 
raised that the government was showing undue favoritism 
to one crop and one section of the country. By this plan 
cotton growers wili be able to borrow from their local 
banks on cotton warehouse receipts, and the local banks 
will be able to get the money from the Reserve banks at 
such a low rate of interest as to leave the local institution 
a fair margin of profit on the transaction. Cotton is one 
of the country’s biggest assets, and in the exigency created 
by the war, no one criticises the government for coming to 
the aid of cotton growers 
Why, therefore, should there be opposition when it is 
proposed that the government come to the aid of the 
merchant marine? The kind of help that has been given 
to Houston and the cotton planters is a subsidy. Why 
object to subsidizing our ships which need it quite as badly? 
The commerce of the United States is today subject to a 
London shipping monopoly, and competition will never 
be free until we have ships on all the seas flying our own 
flag. The war in Europe, with the resultant disorganiza- 
tion of the steamship combinations, gives the United States 
a unique opportunity to restore its flag to the honorable 
place it once had upon the seas The government must 
extend the helping hand and encourage private capital 
to invest in shipping, and Congress must repeal or amend 
the La Follette Seaman’s Law which has already driven 
the Stars and Stripes from the Pacific 
That farseeing captain of industry, a Democrat and a 
supporter of Wilson, Mr. James J. Hill, in making an ap- 
peal for a merchant marine, says: ‘‘To build up a mer- 
chant -marine, we need an even chance with foreign ship 
owners. I believe in a ship subsidy, if the foreign ship 
is pata one, not under other conditions.’"”

cellent markets that Brazil, the Argentine 
and Uruguay offer for American fruits and 
vegetables, for, strange as it may seem, none 
of them raise these articles so common in 
this country. Of course in all of Brazil 
and a portion of the Argentine are grown 
tropical fruits. They also raise large quan 
tities of lettuce, radishes, and onions 
But they do not grow the hardier fruits er 
the vegetables which can be kept for months, 
such as cabbage, turnips, carrots, beets, 
onions and garli The demand already 
exists for them, as well as for apples, 
peaches, pears, plums, apricots, berries and 
melons. In Brazil this business has been | 
controlled by a trust or combination of 
Portuguese, while in the Argentine and 
Uruguay an Italian organization dominated 
the market. Conditions as far as these 
trusts are concerned have within the past 
few months materially changed.  Refrig- 
erating facilities and modern cold storage 


plants established in both Brazil and the | 
Argentine have placed independent dealers | 


in a position to enter the market, buy goods 
when they are in season, and store perish- 
able products. This has had the effect 
of dissolving these ‘‘market-men trusts” 
and has opened the door to any one of 
enterprise so that he easily may get a foot- 
hold in this profitable business. 

That these markets are really worth 
while is shown by Brazil, in 1913, importing 
$508,961 worth of fresh grapes alone, of 
which amount we supplied but $2,859 
the remainder coming from Europe. In 
the same period of time she took dried | 
fruits to the extent of $640,135 and of this | 
amount she purchased from the United 
States only $22,096. Of other fresh fruits 
and vegetables she bought $873,022, of 


Portugal; berries from France, Spain and 
| Portugal; apples from New Zealand; 
peaches from South Africa. The various 
island possessions of Portugal situated near 
her coast supply much of Europe and all 
of the eastern coast of South America with 
tomatoes in crates.
